The Bureau of EMS, Trauma & Preparedness (BETP), Trauma Section, is committed to supporting partners and stakeholders in
the trauma system to enhance their efforts in system building. BETP has approved a one-time funding amount of $8,000 for
facilities who are verified, designated or in process of becoming trauma facilities. These monies will be used to fund projects in
the following categories: Injury Prevention, Trauma Education, Performance Improvement, and Trauma Infrastructure. The
projects may begin January 12, 2018 and must be completed by September 15, 2018. The Regional Medical Control Authority
Networks will be the program fiduciaries responsible for program monitoring and fund disbursement. To get started see the
Trauma Section website, www.michigan.gov/traumasystem, for participation and project paperwork.
